deaths from heart disease and cancer 
are also above the England average. 

Medway has 247 smoker deaths 
each year, per 100,000 population, 
above the national average of 210. 

Early deaths from heart disease and 
stroke stand at 91.9, up on the 
England figure of 79.1 and early 


deaths from cancer comes in at 125.8, 
also up on the average of 115.5 
There is also a concerning lack of 
physical activity and healthy eating 
among adults, a factor which has con¬ 
tributed to these stunning statistics. 

Dr Alison Barnett, director of public 
health for Medway, said: “To help peo¬ 
ple achieve better health, the public 
health directorate in Medway runs a 
number of projects and programmes 
offering people support in quitting

Head-teacher

CONSERVATIVE candi¬ 
date David Craggs has 
been chosen as the new 
representative for River 
Ward. 

In a closely fought by-election 
held on Thursday, the headteacher 
from Chatham emerged victorious 
with 617 votes, beating his closest 
rival by a margin of 73. 

Following the resignation of 
Councillor Bill Esterson, residents 
were asked to choose a new repre¬ 
sentative for the area and the poli¬ 
cies of Cllr Craggs claimed the 
majority of their votes. 

In second place was Labour candi¬ 
date John James, who received 544 
votes. He was followed by Liberal 
Democrat Garry Harrison with 104 
votes. 

The Green Party, represented by 
Steven Keevil, gained 45 votes 
while the other two candidates, 
Brian Ravenscroft of the British 
National Party and Ron Sands of 
the English Democrats received 39 
and 33 votes respectively. 

The turnout was 25.3 per cent. 

During his campaign, Cllr Craggs 
had vowed to ensure that the police 
in Medway are provided with the 
resources they need to keep the 
area safe, as well as ensuring top- 
quality education and improving 
the local economy. 

These are areas that are close to 
his heart from his time spent as a 
special constable patrolling the 
streets of Medway and in his post at 
Gad’s Hill School, Higham. 

Speaking after the result he said: 
“I’m delighted to have secured victo¬ 
ry in the River Ward by-election and 
I’m looking forward to working 
hard on behalf of the people.”

Following a gruelling election 
campaign, taking in the opinions of 
local voters, Cllr Craggs has also 
declared that issues directly affect¬ 
ing peoples lives will be of primary 
importance. 

He added: “On the doorstep, many 
people expressed concerns about 
issues that worry them. These are 
all too often about anti-social behav¬ 
iour, crime and quality of life 
regarding the environment in 
which people live and work. People 
get fed up with graffiti, fly-tipping, 
excessive noise and anti-social 
behaviour as it has a direct effect on 
their lives. I will be working hard to 
try to improve these matters over 
the next few months. 

“Also, with the funding for 
Chatham’s regeneration secured 
and now guaranteed by the new 
Government, we also need to make 
Medway an attractive place for 
businesses to relocate. We still lag 
in some areas compared to the rest 
of the South-East. I’m ready to 
make Medway ‘open for business’.” 

The Conservative representative 
will now join current ward council¬ 
lor Craig Mckinlay.

Much-loved doctor dies at 82 


THE medical community of Medway 
is in mourning following the death of 
a distinguished doctor who practised 
in the area for more than 50 years. 

Dr Tony Wood, 82, passed away on 
Tuesday, August 3, at Medway 
Maritime Hospital after failing to 
recover from operations to remove 
malignant tumours. 

The doctor came to Medway with 
his first wife Liz in 1955 after quali¬ 
fying at the London Hospital Medical 
College. 

During the next five decades he 
was involved in a number of surger¬ 
ies in Strood and Rochester and was 
instrumental in gaining funding for 
what is now the Strood Medical 
Centre. 

Throughout the 1970s Dr Wood 
also held a number of high-profile 
positions, including being elected fel¬ 


low of the Royal College of General 
Practitioners, chairman of the South- 
East Thames Faculty Board and 
chairman of the Medway District Re¬ 
organisation Committee. 

After resigning as a senior partner 
of the Strood and Rochester 
Practices, Dr Wood went on to join 
what was then known as the 
Department of Health and Social 
Security, where he became the Senior 
Medical Officer. 

He also continued to work in a 
part-time capacity as a referee for 
the Regional Medical Service as well 
as the Examining Medical 
Practitioner to the Department of 
Social Services for Attendance and 
Mobility Allowances. 

As well as his services to the med¬ 
ical world, Dr Wood was a keen golfer 
and a member of the Rochester and 


Cobham Club for 
over 45 years. He 
was also a 
beloved family 
man and father. 

After Liz’s death 
in 1992, he mar¬ 
ried his second 
wife Phyllis in 
1996. 

His family said 
that they could 
not express their sadness in words at 
this time but many friends have ral¬ 
lied round to pay their respects. 

One well-wisher said: “He enriched 
our lives with his great sense of 
humour and fun.” 

Another added: “Tony was a great 
guy, a good friend and will be greatly 
missed by all who were privileged to 
have known him.”

Council defends 
its CCTV driver

MEDWAY Council’s CCTV spy car 
has once again been captured 
parked on double yellow bnes. 

The all-seeing camera car, one of two operat¬ 
ed by the council, was parked in a cul-de-sac 
outside Blockbuster’s Chatham town centre 
store, off Best Street, on Saturday, July 31. 

Outraged systems engineer Ryan Ullman 
took this photo and said it was yet another case 
of‘one rule for us and one rule for the council’. 

He said: “This picture was taken at 10.20am. 
The CCTV Smart car had been parked there 
since 10am and was lying in wait for people 
parking outside the Post Office in Chatham. 

“As you can probably see the camera had 
been raised on top of the car to see over the wall 
so people could not see the car but they could 
see them. 

“It is definitely a case of one rule for us and 
another for them and is not promoting the right 
message to people.” 

Last week this paper exclusively revealed 
that the council’s two controversial camera cars 
issued more than 16,000 tickets in the last 


financial year, raking in just over £455,000 in 
fines from motorists. 

The number of tickets and overall income are 
both roughly four times higher than those 
recorded in Manchester, a city with more than 
200,000 more residents. 

In the past few weeks Yourmedway readers 
have been sending us photographs of the Spy 
Cars parked on double yellow lines across the 
towns. One driver was sacked by the council 
after parking his camera vehicle illegally at the 
bottom of Castle Hill, Rochester. 

Medway Council spokesman John Staples 
said on this latest occasion their driver was 
legally parked on double yellow lines. 


He said: “We have looked at our records and 
can confirm that the CCTV car was carrying 
out enforcement action on an illegally parked 
car when this picture was taken. 

“Medway’s residents want parking enforce¬ 
ment as this is the only way to prevent the 
blight caused by thoughtless drivers parking 
illegally. In fact, we currently have more than 
300 applications for yellow lines from members 
of the public, which we are looking into. 

‘We find that the vast majority of Medway's 
residents act responsibly and park their cars 
legally. We will, of course, continue to pursue 
the small minority that don't. If drivers do not 
want to receive fines they need to park legally.” 


Licence-dodgers 
are caught out 

MORE than 1,000 TV licence fee dodgers 
were caught in Medway in the first six 
months of this year. 

The law-breaking residents were 
among 209,000 fellow non-fee payers 
across the UK identified by TV Licensing. 

A spokesman for the licensing body 
said: “The vast majority of people pay 
their licence fee, and to be fair to those 
who pay, we have to be firm with those 
who attempt to get away without paying. 

We take TV Licence evasion very seri¬ 
ously and, while we give people every 
opportunity to pay, we will not hesitate to 
prosecute if they continue to break the law. 

We do understand that some people 
may find it difficult to pay their licence 
fee in one go, which is why we offer 
numerous ways to spread the cost, 
including monthly Direct Debit, which 
can be set up very quickly online, and a 
weekly cash payment plan.” 

A colour TV Licence currently costs 
£145.50 and is required by anyone 
watching or recording TV programmes 
as they are shown on TV, whether they 
are using a TV set, computer, or any 
other equipment. 

Anyone watching TV illegally risks 
prosecution and a fine of up to £1,000. 

Sentenced for 
drugs possession 

A CHATHAM woman has been sen¬ 
tenced to a two-year conditional dis¬ 
charge after being caught in possession of 
Class A drugs. 

Amy Lauren Steel, of Palmerston Road, 
was stopped in Chatham with 0.2 
grammes of cocaine and 0.2 grammes 
of heroin. 

The 26-year-old was sentenced at 
Medway Magistrates Court on Friday, 
August 6.

smoking getting active, eating health¬ 
ily and making healthy choices.” 

This, in addition to pressures 
brought on by the recession, may 
have also contributed to the revela¬ 
tion that there has been an increase 
in the amount of prescriptions for 
anti- depressants this year. 

Figures from the national 
Psychiatric Morbidity Survey show 
that the number of people suffering 
from anxiety or depression in the 
area has now increased to 29,601. 

The number of prescriptions 
handed out in Medway for 2010 so 
far, has already reached 75,546 for 
the first five months, an increase of 
10,156 from the same period last 
year. The total number of prescrip¬ 
tions for the illness written in the 
whole of 2009 totalled 167,000. 

A spokesperson for NHS Medway 
said: “Prescriptions for anti-depres¬ 
sants are increasing nationally. We 
think that is largely due to 
increased awareness and a willing¬ 
ness to seek help.” 

Despite these statistics a new 
report has shown that the number 
of smokers in Medway is on the 
decline. The Public Health Obser¬ 
vatory for the Health Profile 2010 
have confirmed that rates dropped 
to just under 25 per cent compared 
to 31 per cent from the previous year. 


A THUG has been jailed for eight 
years after slashing his then-girl- 
friend across the face with a knife. 

Andrew Barfoot attacked his terri¬ 
fied teenage victim near his home in 
Maida Road, Chatham, at 3.30am on 
Friday, January 29. 

Following an argument, 
the 24-year-old held the 
young woman against a 
car, took out a knife and 
cut her across the face. 

The 17-year-old girl has 
been left with a permanent 
three-inch scar. 

Barfoot pleaded guilty to 
wounding with intent and 
possession of an offensive 
weapon. He was jailed at 
Maidstone Crown Court 
on Thursday, August 12. 

Following sentence, Det¬ 
ective Sergeant Chris 
Dovey said: “Barfoot has been given 
a significant sentence, which reflects 
the severity of his actions. This was a 
callous and needless assault, which 
has left his 17-year-old victim 
scarred for life. 

“Kent police takes all reports of 
domestic abuse extremely seriously, 
and we work alongside victims to 
provide them with specialist support. 

“Often victims can become fearful 
of reprisals or feel they are to blame 


for what has happened. However, 
our team are aware of victims’ cir¬ 
cumstances and are able to help 
them throughout the legal process. 

“We are pleased a long sentence 
was given to Barfoot as it sends a 
clear message to people 
who carry knives that they 
will not be tolerated and 
those who use them will be 
jailed for a considerable 
amount of time. The young 
victim is now attempting to 
re-build her life following 
the assault and is slowly 
beginning to regain her 
confidence. 

“As she comes to terms 
with what has happened 
our domestic abuse team 
will continue to work with 
her and provide the support 
she needs. It’s important to 
stress that our work does not finish 
once a court case is concluded, but 
we continue to help victims for as 
long as they need it.”

OAP on trial for 
wife's murder 
is found dead 

A RELIGIOUS pensioner from 
Rainham has been found dead in 
his home just days before he was 
due to be tried for the murder of 
his wife. 

Alan Thomas, 79, of Deanwood Drive, was 
pronounced dead at the scene by police at 
9pm on Monday, August 9. 

His death, caused by asphyxiation, is not 
being treated as suspicious. 

It is believed he may have committed sui¬ 
cide in response to the pressure from his 
impending trial. 

Mr Thomas was due to appear at 
Maidstone Crown Court charged with the 
murder of his wife, Winifred, on Wednesday, 

August 25. 

The 77-year-old was found drowned in the 
bath at the couple’s home back in May. 

She suffered from arthritis and it is 
thought that her husband of more than 50 
years may have committed a ‘mercy killing’ 
to ease her pain. 

Speaking at the time of her death, a close 
family friend said: “Winifred had been in 
Medway Hospital recently and Alan and I 
visited her. 

“She was in because of her arthritis which 
she suffered from greatly. She seemed in a lot 
of pain and seemed to be struggling.” 

The couple were devout Christians and 
had enjoyed a long and happy marriage 
together, leading to suggestions that Mr 

Council take hard 
line on litterbugs

Thomas was attempting to save his wife 
from her pain. 

However, despite new guidance being 
issued on cases such as this, UK law still 
states that in situations where someone 
directly ends another’s life, it will be left to a 
jury to decide their fate. 

Another friend of the couple added: “Alan 
was so worried about the case. He had the 
weight of the world on his shoulders. 

“Everybody that knew him knows he did 
not murder his wife in malice, but he could 
not deal with the shame of going to court. It 
is tragically sad.” 

There has yet to be any evidence revealed 
that Mrs Thomas had left any instructions 
for her husband to take this course of action. 

They were a much-loved and respected 
couple in the area who rarely missed a 
Sunday at Church and were always by each 
other’s side. 

A neighbour concluded: “It’s a terrible 
shame. They were always such a loving cou¬ 
ple. Maybe now they are both in a happier, 
less painful place.” 

Mr Thomas’s death brings an end to anoth¬ 
er case relating to Euthanasia in the UK fol¬ 
lowing the acquittal of Kay Gilderdale, who 
helped her disabled daughter to die and 
Frances Inglis, who was sentenced to a min¬ 
imum of nine years for administering a 
lethal dose of heroin to her disabled son.

Investigating officer DC Chris Weather- 
stone said: “Thanks to the vigilance of local 
residents, Hedges was caught red-handed.”

Scientist's delight 
at 40 years in NHS 

DEDICATED health worker Gail 
Cooper is celebrating 40 years service in 
Medway 

The senior biomedical scientist’s first 
full day’s work came on August 10,1970 
- when Elvis Presley’s hit single The 
Wonder of You was sitting at the top of 
the UK charts and new Prime Minister 
Edward Heath was settling in at No 10. 

Gail, 58, from Rainham, said she vividly 
remembers starting out as a junior pathol¬ 
ogy technician at All Saints Hospital. 

She said: “I started working at All 
Saints straight from school as a junior B 
lab technician - you used to get junior A 
technicians who had O levels and junior 
B technicians who had A levels. 

“My salaiy back then was £644 a year. I 
qualified in 1972, and then became a sen¬ 
ior lab technician in 1981, and have spe¬ 
cialised in blood transfusion since then. 

“Among other things, my role involves 
me screening people before they come in 
for surgery and providing blood and 
blood products to patients who need it as 
a result of blood loss. I get great job sat¬ 
isfaction doing my part behind the 
scenes to help save the patient’s life.” 

Gail said she had seen many changes 
during her time working in the NHS. 

“The work is more automated now. But 
of course the other big change was when 
All Saints and St Bartholomew’s merged 
with Medway Maritime Hospital in 1999, 
to form one trust.

Q How long have you been involved with the Medway 
Queen, and how did this happen? 

I have been involved since 1987, I went 
back to my old school St John Fisher to sign 
up for an evening class and met Marshall Vine 
one of the teachers who founded the Medway 
Queen Preservation Society. He handed me a 
membership leaflet and here we are. 

What does your role as chairman involve? 

as chairman is basically to help the 
committee and the wider membership to 
work together to restore the ship. 

Tell us a little bit of history about the ship? 

The Medway Queen was launched on St 
George’s Day in 1924 at Ailsa yard, 
Scotland. She was the first new ship for the 
New Medway Steam Packet Co and ran on the 
River Medway between Stood, Chatham, 
Southend, Heme Bay, Sheemess and Clacton 
until 1939. 

She was then taken into Royal Naval service 
and converted into a minesweeper, her great¬ 
est moment came during the evacuation of 
Dunkirk in May and June 1940 when she res¬ 
cued 7,000 men over seven trips, and became 
known as the Heroine of Dunkirk. 

After that she was restored to a passenger 
vessel and continued to work until 1963, when 
she was taken out of service. 


She then went to the Isle of Wight where she 
was used as a club house until 1975, when she 
was abandoned on the River Medina. 

Following this, a group of businessmen 
returned her to Chatham but unfortunately 
went bust. It was then that the Medway 
Queen Preservation Society was formed. The 
society bought her and took her to Damhead 
Creek, where she remained for many years. 

Finally in 2006, following the award of 
money from the Heritage Lottery fund, and 
due to the condition of the hull, it was agreed 
to dismantle the ship and recover the engines 
and all the usable parts. She is now being re¬ 
built in Bristol at Albion Dockyard.

Challenging times 
ahead as reforms 
target workless 

MORE than 6,000 Medway residents 
claimed Jobseeker’s Allowance last 
month, more than any part of the coun¬ 
ty. 

The latest Department for Work and 
Pensions figures show there were a total 
of 6,434 claimants in the Medway towns. 

This compares with 3,915 in Thanet, 
2,181 in Maidstone and 1,734 in 
Ashford. Unemployment fell nationwide, 
but there are still nearly five million res¬ 
idents claiming out-of-work benefits. 

Employment minister Chris Grayling 
said: “The fact that there are five million 
people on out-of-work benefits under¬ 
lines the scale of Britain’s welfare chal¬ 
lenge and shows we are right to radical¬ 
ly overhaul the system. 

“Our reforms will mean people are 
always financially better off in work and 
no longer trapped on benefits. 

“From early next year we will start full 
scale re-testing of incapacity benefit 
claimants and our work programme will 
come into force to ensure long-term 
unemployed people and others who need 
it have tailored support to move them 
into sustained work.”

VARIABLE speed limits will be 
enforced by cameras on a six-mile 
stretch of the M20 following a pub¬ 
lic consultation. 

The controlled motorway system will be 
installed between Junctions 4 (West Mailing) 
and 7 (Maidstone) and will allow the Highways 
Agency to manage traffic flows by slowing vehi¬ 
cles down or closing lanes after an accident. 

Underground sensors will be used to detect 
the volume of traffic, the speed it is travelling 
and how it is flowing. 

But the multi-million-pound system, due to 
be introduced this month, has come under fire 
from the Association of British Drivers. 

When the plans were introduced earlier this 
year, Kent branch secretary Brian McDowell 
said: ‘We strongly object to the idea of sensors 
under the road deciding how fast vehicles 
should be able to travel, which is akin to boys 
playing with train sets. 

“To think that on a road system you can have 
automatic controls similar to what you have on 
railways is absolutely fallacious.” 

He added that the differing speed limits and 
cameras will make motorists more nervous 
about being caught when they should be con¬ 
centrating on the road in front of them. 

But officials from the Highways Agency say 
the changes will tackle congestion and make 


journeys safer and more reliable. Regional per¬ 
formance manager Barry Westwood said it will 
bring great benefits to drivers on the busy sec¬ 
tion of the M20. 

“The system is already being used successful¬ 
ly on the M25 between Junctions 10 and 16, 
and on the M42 between Junctions 3A to 7,” he 
said. “On the M25, where the system has been 
in place since 1995, it has helped make the 
motorway safer by reducing the frequency of 
collisions by ten per cent and by encouraging 
drivers to keep within the limits to provide 
smoother, more reliable journeys. A reduction 
in emissions of between two and eight per cent 
has also been recorded on the M25.” 

Advisory variable speed limits have been in 


operation on the M20 since July, 2007, with 
suggested speeds flashed to motorists when the 
road is busy via matrix boards linked to under¬ 
ground road sensors, but there is currently no 
legal requirement to obey them. 

But after a 12-week public consultation earli¬ 
er this year by the Highways Agency, it was 
found that the majority of people were in favour 
of the new scheme. 

It came after reports that motorists caught 
speeding in Kent and Medway last year paid a 
total of more than £2 million in fines. However, 
there has been a 63 per cent reduction in the 
number of people killed or seriously injured 
since speed cameras were introduced on the 
county’s roads.

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Wildlife photographer's 
got his subjects 'cficked'

STUNNING pictures showing 
touching moments between wild 
animals and their offspring have 
been brought together for a new 
children’s book. 

The heart-melting photos were captured by 
renowned photographer Steve Bloom, from 
Wye, near Ashford. 

The 57-year-old, originally from South 
Africa, travelled to each of the world’s conti¬ 
nents to capture images of animals in their 
natural habitat. 

His book, My Favourite Animal Families, 
with text from children’s author David Henry 
Wilson, showcases about 70 of the best and 
most intimate pictures. 

“It’s a culmination of about 14 years’ work,” 
said Mr Bloom. 

“The book is aimed at children, but I think it 
will appeal to all ages. I want it to take people 
into another world. I hope children reading my 
book will come to identify with the animals 
and realise they have their own separate ways 
of living, but are still connected to us. 

“For example, the young animals have 
needs, just like babies and children do. Some of 
the pictures really show the maternal care.” 

Fourteen wild species feature in the book, 
including elephants, orangutans and pandas. 

Specialises 

Each animal family is presented over four 
pages, showing different aspects of their daily 
life such as feeding, playing and hunting. 

A baby elephant sheltering from the rain 
under its mother and a young chimpanzee 
clinging to its mother’s back are just two of a 
selection of intimate pictures showing the 
relationships between the wild animals and 
their young. 

Mr Bloom said: “Taking these kinds of pic¬ 
tures can be a long process. I worked closely 
with guides and spoke to local people about 
how to get close to the animals. 

“Take a grizzly bear, for example. You don’t 
want to creep up on it quietly because bears 
don’t like that - you have to make yourself 
heard - whereas when photographing some¬ 
thing like a zebra you mustn’t make a lot of 
noise. The last thing I want to do is cause 
stress to the animals. 

“There is a lot of patience involved in this kind 
of work. I’ve waited for weeks before, waiting 
to get the picture. But it’s definitely worth it. I 
waited for polar bears in temperatures 50 below 
freezing and decided to stay on longer. After 15 
days, a mother came out with her cubs.” 

Mr Bloom, who specialises mainly in wildlife 
photography, has covered other subjects rang¬ 
ing from isolated tribes in Africa to urban peo¬ 
ple in Nairobi. 

His other publications include Living Africa, 
Spirit of the Wild; and Elephants: A Book for 
Children. 

He said: “I try to shoot from the heart. I go 


for eye contact. A lot of it is a subconscious 
thing and this translates into the work. You 
can have two photographers taking the same 
picture and they look different. 

“No one really knows why, but the way you 
feel translates into a picture.” 

Mr Bloom added: “I’ve received emails and 
messages from people who have seen my pic¬ 


tures and who say they have inspired them to 
work in conservation or to take up wildlife 
photography. It’s a real pleasure to get such 
feedback.”

Government recognises animal park's conservation effort 


KENT has one of the best wildlife 
parks in the country, according to 
a new Government report. 

The study commissioned by the 
Department for Environment, 
Food and Rural Affairs (Defra) 
praised the work done by the staff 
and management at Wildwood, 
near Heme Bay, which has been 
held up as a shining example. 


It took into account Wildwood’s 
contribution to conservation and 
education and also used the ani¬ 
mal park as a case study for its 
outstanding contribution to 
native wildlife conservation. 

Wildwood Trust chief executive 
Peter Smith said: “It is wonderful 
for Wildwood to be recognised in 
such a report. Wildwood’s volun¬ 


teers, members and staff are mak¬ 
ing a huge contribution to help 
our most endangered creatures. 

“The report highlights in partic¬ 
ular the excellent efforts of our 
conservation team, led by senior 
conservation officer Hazel Ryan, in 
rescuing and reintroducing water 
voles - Britain’s most endangered 
animal. Since we became a charity 


eight years ago we have put in a 
huge amount of effort, making 
Wildwood the most successful 
wildlife education centre in Kent. 

“We employ an outstanding 
team and have developed award¬ 
winning wildlife education pro¬ 
grammes that stimulate fun and 
learning for children across the 
county.” 



REACTING: Dungeness meets Government criteria 

Dungenessbackin 
running as site for 
nuclear power plant 

A NEW nuclear power station at 
Dungeness could yet be built after the 
Government gave its strongest signal 
yet about its preferred list of sites, writes 
James Alexandre. 

Energy Secretary Chris Huhne said 
the first of a new generation of reactors 
should be up and running by 2018, 
and those areas where there are already 
stations and popular local support are 
being considered for development. 

Mr Huhne told the BBC: “There are a 
number of sites that have been identified 
around the country and those are gener¬ 
ally on sites where we have previously 
had, for example, nuclear power stations 
and where local people are very keen 
that there should be new nuclear build. 

‘We have eight years before the first 
one will come onto the grid. 

We have to get through all the prior 
arrangements - national planning state¬ 
ments, making sure investors have their 
applications formally in and approved - 
and then building can commence.” 

He said private investors were ready 
to press ahead due to rising gas and oil 
prices and MPs would be prepared to 
vote in favour of new stations if there 
was no public subsidy involved. 

In November, last year, former energy 
secretary Ed Miliband announced in the 
Commons that Dungeness would be one 
of only 11 sites not to be shortlisted for 
new nuclear stations. 

This was based on advice from conser¬ 
vation body Natural England, which 
warned of the adverse effect on the 
area’s unique ecosystem. 

Consultation 

Shepway MP Damian Collins wel¬ 
comed the latest announcement and 
said Dungeness met the criteria laid 
down by Mr Huhne. 

“It would certainly seem to fit the bill in 
that there are already nuclear power 
stations on site, there is considerable 
local support for a new power station and 
it is a site the energy companies believe 
can be developed by 2018,” he said. 

“Given the need for new and reliable 
sources of low-carbon energy in the next 
decade, I would hope the Government, in 
reviewing the consultation on nuclear 
sites, would include Dungeness. 

“A new station would be a tremendous 
boost to the local economy.” 

County councillors and business lead¬ 
ers met in Folkestone on the eve of 
the general election to hear about the 
benefits a third reactor could bring. 

Station director Graham Finn told 
them the B reactor pumps £30 million 
into the local economy and said its 570- 
strong workforce, plus 200 others who are 
indirectly employed, could lose their jobs 
if a new reactor was not commissioned. 

Dungeness B is due to run until 2018, 
with the majority of the ageing nuclear 
infrastructure due to go offline by 2023.

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Failing the victims 
of sexual assault 

RAPE victims being examined just hours after an 
attack are being subjected to “sub-standard” condi¬ 
tions, according to a forensic medical examiner. 


In many cases, women are 
examined in old-style police 
houses by male doctors who 
have little or no experience in 
gynaecology. 

Dr Lucy Love, associate spe¬ 
cialist in sexual health and a 
forensic medical examiner for 
Kent Police, said facilities in 
Kent are “sadly lacking”. 

“There is one Sexual Assault 
Referral Centre [SARC] in Kent 
at Dartford, although it’s more 
like a service,” she said. “It does¬ 
n’t have some of the elements 
required to make it a SARC. We 
failed an assessment 15 months 
ago showing we didn’t have all 
the essentials.” 

SARCs are clinics for the 
immediate aftermath of a sexual 
assault, providing medical care 
and forensic examination, coun¬ 
selling and sexual health servic¬ 
es. According to Dr Love, the 
Kent facility has no crisis work¬ 
ers to support victims when they 
come in for examinations, with 
only a PC present. And in more 
shocking cases, old-style police 
houses used for such procedures 
are found uncleaned and with¬ 
out crucial equipment. 

“There are no aftercare treat¬ 
ments such as the morning-after 
pill or antibiotics in the police 
houses,” said Dr Love. 

“Luckily, some GPs doing an 
examination will have the morn¬ 
ing-after pill and other equip¬ 
ment with them, but there is no 
support literature for victims. 

“I’ve been to some police hous¬ 
es which look like they haven’t 
even been cleaned - it’s shocking 
and needs to be addressed.” 

In west Kent there are six doc-

tors on call to carry out exami¬ 
nations - four men and two 
women - with similar staffing 
for east Kent. Dr Love is calling 
on the Government to prioritise 
the need for an adequate service. 

The Department of Health 
and the Home Office are aiming 
to have a SARC in every police 
area by 2011. 

Dr Love said: “Because we 
have a service we may be over¬ 
looked, but the clinic here needs 
to be improved - it’s sub-stan¬ 
dard.” 

SARCS are part funded by the 
police but the Government is 
looking to transfer the budget 
and commissioning responsibili¬ 
ty to the NHS. Primary care 
trusts are expected to work with 
local partners to ensure proper¬ 
ly-resourced SARCs are in place. 

A Department of Health offi¬ 
cial said: ‘We support all actions 
that improve the NHS response 
to violence against women and 
children. Further funding is 
being invested this year to sup¬ 
port SARCs in developing care 
to meet minimum service stan¬ 
dards.” 

A spokeswoman from Kent 
Police said there were four 
female police doctors working 
for the force and that the spe¬ 
cialist clinic at Darent Valley 
Hospital offers much-needed 
support to victims. 

She said the force was looking 
to deliver similar services in east 
Kent, where at the moment 
there are just specialist victim 
suites. 


Rare pair back in county 


GOOD news for lovers of all 
things creepy-crawly - there are 
now two ultra-rare species back 
on Kent’s map. 

The Maid of Kent beetle was 
so scarce that experts believed it 
had become extinct in the coun¬ 
try, while the rare spoonworm 
has been sighted again on the 
seabed off Hythe. 

The beetle was found during a 
recent survey at the RSPB 
Elmley Marshes nature reserve, 
hiding beneath fresh cow pats. 

Warden Gordon Allison said: 
“The site is a prime example of 
coastal grazing marsh. The pres¬ 
ence of the Maid of Kent beetle 
at Elmley shows the benefits of 
good land management and how 
important it is for the protection 
of rare species found nowhere 
else. As well as being a great rar¬ 
ity in UK terms, it’s a pretty 
smart looking insect. Most peo¬ 
ple would imagine beetles to be 
dull things, but the Maid of Kent 
is like a cross between a bumble¬ 
bee and a beetle. 

“It can land in fresh cow pats, 
burrow through them and 
emerge clean as a whistle on the 
other side.” 

The Maid of Kent was put on 
the endangered list almost a 
quarter of a century ago because

it hadn’t been seen in the UK 
since 1966, and not in Kent since 
the 1950s. Meanwhile, 
Environment Agency divers 
have found spoonworms off 
Hythe, hundreds of miles from 
their usual habitat in the 
Scottish lochs. 

The survey was sponsored by 
the Kent and Medway Biological 
Records Centre, with the worms 
found living in St Mary’s Bay. 

Records show spoonworms 
were last found in the area 
about 25 years ago and after 
their rediscovery the site could 
now be put forward for special 
protection. Tom Reid, technical 
specialist for the EA, said: 
“Spoonworms in the Channel 
shows there is a new habitat 
type that has never been 
described before. The area can 
now be considered for protec¬ 
tion.” 


BRITAIN’S first wind turbine to be 
built on land owned by the Ministry of 
Defence (MoD) has gone up in Kent. 

Energy firm E.ON chose the Duke of 
York’s Royal Military School in Dover 
for the project, which will help the MoD 
meet its environmental and energy 
targets. The school, which educates 
the children of serving military per¬ 
sonnel, is a member of the Eco Schools

programme. Michael Woodhead of 
E.ON said: “As well as the financial 
benefits, the turbine will be used in 


lessons, helping students and staff 
learn about carbon reduction and 
renewable energy. We all need to do 
our bit to tackle climate change.” 

The turbine has three blades and 
stands 15 metres high. 

It is connected through the estates 
office, where real-time data is collect¬ 
ed and can be accessed via the school’s 
intranet.

He says he was shocked to learn 
that you can be fined £1,000 for rid¬ 
ing your bike on the road while 
drunk, but later states that cycling 
while drunk is not illegal. 

The fact that you can be fined 
does suggest to most people that it 
must be illegal and if Gary Wright 
had given it a moment’s thought it 
might have occurred to him, too. 

It is an offence under section 30 
of the Road Traffic Act, 1988, to ride 
a cycle on a road or other public 
place while under the influence of 
drink or a drug to such an extent as 
to be incapable of having proper 
control of the cycle. 

Lest he thinks this is the nanny 
state doing its worst, he should 
know that for well over 100 years 
the public have been protected from 
drunken road users. 

Ever since the Licensing Act of 
1872 it has been, and still is, illegal 
to be drunk in charge of any car¬ 
riage (including pedal cycle), horse, 
cattle, or steam engine. 

I can’t comment on whether the 
police would bother with the offence 
but one of their primary objects is 
the protection of life and that sure¬ 
ly includes enforcing traffic laws, 
hopefully with a degree of common 
sense and discretion. 

Any organisation such as the 
IAM which attempts to promote 
road safety, even of cyclists, is sure¬ 
ly to be commended.

BJ Tritton wonders if his generation can ever be forgiven for such a toxic financial legacy

“A YOUNG man who isn’t a socialist 
hasn’t got a heart. An old man who is a 
socialist hasn’t got a head.” 

So said David Lloyd George. And now we ageing baby 
boomers are getting the blame for leaving the younger 
generation to pay for our supposed profligacy. 

I cannot help but feel this is a distortion. All my life I 
have defended the welfare state, supported the NHS, 
had doubts about the free market and felt concern 
about the economics of home ownership - to name but 
a few beliefs which could be labeled “socialist”. 

As a young man, I believed hunger, poverty and 
inequality could be eradicated. I was aware that for 
this to happen, especially on a worldwide basis, my own 
circumstances would be reduced. I was prepared for 
that, believing quality of life had little to do with the 
sybaritic standards developing in our society. 

I voted for these things, campaigned for these things, 
made my feelings known - often to disapprobation, if 
not ridicule, from my peers. Not all of them; there were 
many who felt the same way. But nothing happened. 
The inequalities and economic absurdities continued. 

My wife and I gave up good jobs and moved to rural 
Wales, eking out a living in tourism and agriculture, 
believing there was a possibility capitalism would col¬ 
lapse. Still nothing happened. Despite recession in the 
early 1970s, society recovered and began to rebuild the 
house of cards again. Then something happened to me. 

The heart began to lose its influence and the head 
took precedence. By now we had three sons. I realised 
it was not my place to inflict upon them a lower stan¬ 


dard of living, but to give them all the advantages I 
could. If they later chose to deny materialism, that had 
to be their decision, not mine. 

I went back to the rat race, played the property game, 
took financial risks. Am I partly to blame for the immi¬ 
nent collapse of the welfare state? For the debt we are 
foisting on the younger generation? Of course I am. 

Every individual has a responsibility for the society 
in which they live. But to blame a whole generation for 
taking advantage of a situation into which we were 
actively encouraged is absurd. We did it for our chil¬ 
dren. We are still doing it for our children. Baby 
boomers are acting as unpaid child minders, subsidis¬ 
ing middle-aged children with families, still supporting 
the generation we are accused of abandoning. 

Yes, I fear for the future. I grew up with a welfare 
state and the NHS. To see it withering away frightens 
me for the sake of coming generations. I am equally 
concerned that essential aspects of society are threat¬ 
ened while unnecessary and immoral elements such as 
Trident renewal seem to survive. 

As an individual - and there are many like me -1 am 
more than prepared, for the sake of the generations we 
are accused of abandoning to an insecure future, to pay 
more taxes to support a welfare state. 

Not, I think, an attitude of a greedy, inconsiderate, 
parasitic baby boomer. To take from those who can 
afford it is a better road than to cut services to those 
who need them. As to those coming generations to 
whom we are leaving such a poisoned legacy.; I admit 
to my part. Now take your part. Hopefully, you can 
make a better job of it than we did.

Cash cow cameras 
looking for trouble

Hold back on those 
hedge trimmers 

You might be getting frustrated by 
straggly foliage or unruly tree 
branches which appear to be taking 
over your garden, but the RSPB is 
asking that you hold back on the 


trimming. Along with millions of 
other gardeners, you are probably 
thinking about cutting your hedges 
ready for winter in the next few 
weeks. But you could still have late 
nesters hidden in among the green¬ 
ery, so it’s worth waiting a while 
before you get out the trimmers. 

The RSPB receives a lot of calls 
from people that have started 
hedge trimming and discovered a 
nest. It is disturbing for gardeners 
to think they have upset their gar¬ 
den birds and they worry that they 
may fly the nest and the young 
won’t survive. You can save yourself 
a job and wait for a few weeks, ide¬ 
ally until late September at the ear¬ 
liest. If you do need to do it sooner 
for safety reasons perhaps, try to 
replace any greenery as much as 
possible so as not to deter the birds. 

Most garden birds breed between 
March and August, but some 
species will be on their nests until 
late September. 

Cutting this early could also 
starve birds and mammals of a 
vital food supply. Many plants will 
still have an abundance of berries 
which could see the birds through 
the winter. Last year’s winter 
larder of berries on shrubs and 
hedges meant the difference 
between life and death for many 
resident birds and winter visitors. 

The RSPB is also urging local 
authorities to hold back on cutting 
hedges for a few weeks yet, where 
possible. Many have to cut hedges 
for path access or horticultural rea¬ 
sons, but where there is flexibility, 
the wildlife charity suggests wait¬ 
ing until the end of summer. 

If maintenance is unavoidable at 
this time, the RSPB asks that gar¬ 
deners, local authorities and con¬ 
tractors consider nesting birds and 
do preliminary inspections.

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Airbender fails to come out on top 
in battle for our hearts and minds

M NIGHT Shyamalan is an odd 
choice to direct a special effects- 
laden adventure based on the pop¬ 
ular Nickelodeon animated TV 
series, Avatar: The Last Airbender. 

After all, this is the filmmaker who allowed 
us all to see dead people in The Sixth Sense, 
created a modern day superhero in 
Unbreakable and allowed an enraged Mother 
Nature to slaughter most of mankind in The 
Happening. 

The Last Airbender is a very different beast: 
a big budget journey of discovery, punctuated 
by sprawling battle sequences on a similarly 
grand scale to The Lord Of The Rings trilogy, 
that relies heavily on spectacle rather than 
substance or Shyamalan’s famed narrative 
twists. 

The writer-director juggles the myriad tech¬ 
nical elements, but he is occasionally let down 
by unconvincing digital effects that look more 
like a cartoon than live action. 

Moreover, some of the performances are 
more wooden than the gargantuan sets, creat¬ 
ing repeated moments of unintentional hilari¬ 
ty that cuts through the dramatic tension. 

The worst offender is a seemingly innocuous 
line from a village elder about her young 
charge being “the last bender” for miles. 

Orphaned siblings Sokka (Jackson 
Rathbone) and Katara (Nicola Peltz) discover 
a young boy called Aang (Noah Ringer) frozen 
in the ice near their village. 

The tyke is covered in strange tattoos and 
the siblings surmise that Aang must be the 
Avatar, destined to manipulate the four ele¬ 
ments (air, water, earth, fire). 

No sooner have the children arrived back at 
their village than outcast Prince Zuko (Dev 
Patel) from the Fire Nation and his soldiers 
capture Aang and hold him hostage aboard 
their ship. Thankfully, the prisoner escapes 
and begins the journey back to his temple, 
accompanied by Sokka and Katara. 


Meanwhile, Zuko’s father Fire Lord Ozai 
(Cliff Curtis) entreats trusted Commander 
Zhao (Aasif Mandvi) to find Aang, and prevent 
the boy from achieving his destiny. 

The Last Airbender screens in 3D in select¬ 
ed cinemas, but the increasingly popular for¬ 
mat was an afterthought, so don’t bother pay¬ 
ing the additional ticket prices for the honour 
of wearing uncomfortable plastic spectacles. 

A caption card at the beginning reads Book 


One: Water and it quickly becomes clear that 
this is the first film in a potential series. 

It’s hard to imagine subsequent chapters 
ever making it to the big screen. 

Ringer is a likeable hero, struggling to com¬ 
prehend his pre-ordained path, and Patel 
wrings as much pathos as possible from his 
underwritten role as the exiled prodigal son. 

Watery special effects aren’t convincing, and 
a pivotal scene in which one character sacri¬ 


fices their life for the good of mankind fails to 
bring a tear to the eye. 

“[Aang] will begin to win hearts because it’s 
in hearts that all wars are won,” says one sage. 

Regrettably, in the battle for our hearts and 
minds, Shyamalan comes up short.

A YOUR TV REVIEW AMISH: WORLD'S SQUAREST TEENAGERS: Channel 4,8pm, Sunday 


WHEN a television programme puts 
God-fearing Amish teenagers with 
their British counterparts to experi¬ 
ence the extremes of our society, we 
know we can expect tantrums, shout¬ 
ing and denunciations. 

But watching Amish: World’s 
Squarest Teenagers’ that is precisely 
not what we get. 

Channel 4’s latest reality television 
offering went for the usual inflamma- 
toiy mix of people who really should 
never meet. 

In this case, the cast was barn-rais¬ 
ing, electricity-shunning Christians 
and a parade of Britain’s finest ghet¬ 
to kids, festival-goers and toffs. 

The programme was interspersed 
with bible-readings from an Amish 
elder, showing the Good Book disap¬ 
proving of the English teenagers’ 
wild and wicked ways. 

But instead of Wife Swap-style

recriminations, there was something 
absolutely wonderful about watching 
these quiet, calm, thoughtful young¬ 
sters learning about how we live. 

Instead of telling eveiyone they are 
damned to a fieiy afterlife, the five 
Amish youngsters, who had never 
drunk, smoked, heard rock music or 
encountered crime before, learned 
incredibly touching lessons from 
their British counterparts. 

When welcomed on to a London 
estate by a family and shown stab¬ 
bing sites and urban dancing, the 
three boys and two girls wonder at 
the warmth they are shown. They 
even accept provocative dancing may 
actually be a good thing if it keeps 
teenagers off the streets. 

During the weekly show we got to 


see the amazement on the teenagers’ 
faces when they saw the sea for the 
first time, share one of the girls’ joy 
when she danced for the first time, 
and watch when the Christians 
joined a choir to pay tribute to a 14- 
year-old who has been stabbed. 

The Americans also relaxed their 
strict rules to paint, go shopping and 
play the guitar. 

And the English vagabonds 
learned lessons too. The inner-city 
kids were trashed at rounders by the 
active Americans, and the festival- 
loving girls were provoked into deep 
thought about the way they dress. 

The episodes were not without ten¬ 
sions, troubles and tears, but the 
individuals gave a refreshing break 
from the usual shouting matches. 

This series was the true social 
experiment the reality TV genre had 
been lacking for years.

AS my 13-year-old son and 
I paddled our canoe from 
the narrow waterway 
which had us ducking vege¬ 
tation like something from 
a King Kong film (his 
description), we suddenly 
burst out on to the South 
Walsham Broad. 

I bet no-one who saw us skimming 
across the expanse of still water, sur¬ 
rounded by lush, green countryside, 
would have guessed that half an 
hour earlier neither of us had been 
in a canoe before - it was easy. 

South Walsham Broad is the only 
private broad among the 120-odd 
miles of waterways that make up 
Norfolk’s biggest tourist draw. 

The Broads are beautiful, and while 
parts are packed with pleasure craft, 
you can easily escape the crowds. 

I was surprised to learn that the 
Broads are man-made. Peat dug for 
heat between the 1100s and 1300s 
filled as sea levels rose and by the 
16th century the navigable Broads 
became a vital part of the county’s 
transport system. 

Norfolk boasts more medieval 
churches per square mile than any¬ 
where else in the world (it also has a 
tradition of village signs too, which 
show the history of the village — 
there are more than 500). 

We stayed in a beautiful cottage in 
the tiny village of New Buckenham, 
300 yards from a Norman castle, 10 
miles south of Norwich, but 
lightyears away from the 21st centu¬ 
ry. 

The village shop, a two-minute 
walk away before breakfast, boasted 
‘Provisions’ on its sign. 
Unfortunately bread wasn’t deliv¬ 


ered until later and there wouldn’t 
be any eggs until tomorrow. 

Just up the road though, outside a 
rambling home, were plenty of eggs 
at 90p a dozen with an honesty box 
alongside. There were even pictures 
of‘the girls’ who’d laid them. 

Much of Norfolk feels like that, 
and there were lots of honesty boxes 
for all manner of local produce. It 
can still make you think you have 
stepped back in time. 

It has no motorways, so accept 
that driving even 20 miles will take 
40 minutes, and enjoy the scenery. 

Better still, dump the car and take 
a bicycle. There are no steep hills 
and there are miles of cycle-ways. 

Norwich, by contrast, is a bustling 
city with shopping to please every¬ 
one, from designer names to market 
stalls and unique shops in intricate 


little Lanes like Brighton. But all 
the time its spectacular cathedral 
and dramatic castle remind you of 
its affluent past. 

Seaside fans will love Great 
Yarmouth, a kiss-me-quick town on 
the east coast with miles of sandy 
beaches. Its pleasure beach provides 
top-notch funfair rides with a dose of 
adrenaline and the wooden roller 
coaster, complete with brake-man in 
the middle, shows thrill rides 
haven’t changed much in 50 years. 

Cromer on the North Norfolk coast 
is far more traditional, and handy 
for the North Norfolk Steam 
Railway from nearby Sheringham - 
10 miles of pure nostalgia. 

After a week I was sorry to leave. 
It is a gentler pace of life with a wel¬ 
come in every pub and restaurant. 

We’ll definitely be back.

YOU don’t need to climb into the 
Leon FR to be seduced. 

Our test car looked superb in what the 
Spanish ‘Auto Emocion’ brand calls ‘Speed 
Blue’ - a £550 option from Seat’s so-called 
custom palette, which looks suspiciously like 
what the trade also used to call ‘base colours’ 
ie the non-metallics. 

But here’s the thing; Seats invariably look 
great in bold colours and people seem happy 
to pay extra to escape the monochromic 
motoring hell that was two decades of silver 
and grey metallic. 

Our car was also shod with 18-inch Orion 
black alloys (£510) making it sure to turn heads. 

It’s not even Seat’s hottest Leon yet the FR 
looks fiery enough with its coupe lines and 
twin-chromed exhausts. 

And you are still being led by the nose as you 
grip the fat leather wheel and note tasteful red 
seat stitching, but then things unravel - the 
rest of the cabin is dull; it is durable, but 
details can feel cheap and the dashboard is 
generally drab. 

It’s a shame, when the Leon cabin is practi¬ 
cal and spacious and the car so entertaining,

using the excellent VW Golf platform and 
well-known VW powertrains, while infused 
with the character of Seat itself. 

The test car was particular fun with a 170PS 
(167bhp) 2.0-litre turbodiesel plus six- 
speed/twin clutch VW DSG gearbox. 

It might sound like a contradiction, but 
this automatic ‘box is the perfect partner for 
a sporting car in the real world; it changes 
itself when you are bogged down in traffic, 
but you can race through the gears yourself 
on a clear road by using Fl-style paddles on 
the wheel. 

It’s even slightly faster than the manual, 
taking eight seconds to reach 62mph, and only 
marginally worse on fuel. 

Providing you use gearbox and chassis 
sensibly, it will average around 50mpg and 
attracts just £125/year in road tax - not bad 
for such a sporting car mixing reassuring grip 
and handling with a decent ride. 

However, to spec up with the bold colour 
and alloys plus that highly attractive gearbox 
you will add £2,310 to the £19,490 of our FR 
CR model - a lot of money when you consider 
that the Leon range starts at a modest 
£13,975.

New-buildstobeless 
of a taxing proposition? 

A CHANGE to tax proposals could mean 
that new-build properties become more 
popular with buyers, according to one 
property expert. 

The Government is considering a high¬ 
er stamp duty tax for homes that are 
poorly insulated. Homes that lose large 
amounts of energy through draughty 
windows and poorly insulated lofts would 
be subject to the higher tax, say experts. 

Reacting to the claims, the founder of 
newhomesforsale.co.uk Vernon Pethard 
said people will be encouraged to buy new 
homes to avoid falling foul of this tax. 

“Threatening an increase in stamp 
duty on older, poorly insulated homes is 
likely to deter people from buying one 
because it’s not always possible to bring 
them up to modem standards,” he said.

Market rise in house prices 
met with some scepticism 


COMMERCIAL property insurance 
customers have been told there is little 
reason to believe the UK commercial 
property market has become overvalued 
as a result of recent price rises. 

Ed Stansfield, property economist, sug¬ 
gested the UK had seen “one of the bigger 
corrections” of all global commercial 
property markets during the downturn 
and, equally, one of the larger recoveries. 

“The bottom line is that there is not a 
lot of evidence to suggest the UK market 
had become overvalued as a result of the 
upswing,” he said. 

Mr Stansfield’s comments follow the 
Global Investment Perspective report by 
HSBC, which claimed the UK remains 
the most attractive commercial property 
market for investors. 

Slight drop in number 
of tenants owing rent 

A FIFTH of private-residential landlords 
have had tenants in rent arrears over 
the last three months, according to new 
research by the National Landlords 
Association. 

During the second quarter of 2010, just 
over 21 per cent of landlords experienced 
rental arrears. This represents an 
improvement on the previous quarter 
when teh figure was at 24.5 per cent. 

Furthermore, the average amount of 
outstanding rent arrears has dropped 
significantly from £978 in the first three 
months to £799 in the second.

THE HOUSING market has 
received a boost following the news 
from the Halifax that prices rose 
unexpectedly last month. 

The news comes as a welcome relief as 
overall prices have been falling in the last few 
weeks, but Halifax analysts saw a 0.6 per cent 
upswing. 

This news has been greeted with jubilation 
by investors and homeowners. 

But there are still fears the market is 
volatile and has been completely settled. 

The average price increased to £167,425 
from £166,351 and followed falls in the previ¬ 
ous three months, including a 0.6 per cent fall 
in June. The rise beat economists’ forecasts of 
a 0.3 per cent fall in July. 

“The mixed pattern of monthly rises and 
falls over the first seven months of the year is

consistent with a slowing market,” said 
Martin Ellis, housing economist at Halifax. 

“It is also in line with our view that house 
prices will be broadly unchanged over 2010 as 
a whole.” 

Prices in July were 4.8 per cent higher com¬ 
pared with a year earlier, the same as the 
year-on-year increase in June, but lower than 
the peak of 8.7 per cent in April. 

Since the beginning of this year the average 
UK house price has fallen by £2,059, or 1.2 per 
cent. Prices are 16 per cent below their August 
2007 peak. 

Mr Ellis said that while low interest rates 
and a recovering economy continued to sup¬ 
port the housing market, an increase in the 
number of properties being put on the market 


- boosted by the coalition Government’s abo¬ 
lition of Home Information Packs (HIPs) - had 
relieved some of the supply constraint which 
drove prices up in 2009. 

However other experts have issued warnings. 

Paul Diggle, property economist at Capital 
Economics said that monthly house prices 
were volatile and would continue to be so in 
the short term. 

He said July’s increase did not change the 
likelihood that prices are set for a period of 
“considerable weakness” in the remainder of 
this year and into 2011. 

“The weakness in buyer activity, signs that 
credit conditions may be tightening again, the 
possibility of renewed weakness in the labour 
market in the next year, and the hit on house¬ 
hold incomes that the fiscal squeeze will bring 
over the next few years, will all weigh on house 
prices,” Mr Diggle said. 


Buy in right catchment area and your child will reap reward 


PARENTS could be making a 
good investment by paying more 
for a house within the catchment 
area of a good school. 

The additional spending will be 
worth it if the location of a higher 
priced property improves the 


chances of children being admitted 
to a particular school, according to 
Mouseprice director Selwyn Lim. 

He advised parents that it is 
also worth considering the life¬ 
time value of such an investment. 

Mr Lim explained: “That premi¬ 


um doesn’t actually sound like 
that much if that is to be spread 
across the entire schooling age of 
a child or 2.4 children [per family] 
on average. It doesn't translate to 
that much money per child per 
year if you divide it.” 


Nationwide reported that parents 
are prepared to pay an extra 4.6 
per cent - £8,670 - for a property 
in a good school catchment area. 

A ten per cent pass rate in Sats 
also adds a 3.3 per cent premium 
to a property in a particular area.

A BOXING promoter is consider¬ 
ing holding a fight night showcas¬ 
ing the county’s best talent at the 
revamped Medway Park after 
plans to host an outdoor show this 
summer had to be shelved. 

Mark Roe was hoping to attract 1,500 specta¬ 
tors to an open-air event held at Lordswood 
Football Club’s Martyn Grove. Undefeated 
Chatham heavyweight Tom Dallas, who is 
managed by Roe, was due to be the main attrac¬ 
tion on the bill, which was also set to include a 
host of the county’s other top names. 

The event in July had to be postponed after 
organisers discovered they had not applied for 
the relevant licence from Medway Council. 
They initially hoped the show could be 


rearranged for later this month, but with no 
guarantees over if and when the licence would 
be granted, it made rescheduling before the 
end of the summer impractical. 

Roe, who hopes to run the event next sum¬ 
mer, said: “To make the date up would have 
been awkward. We needed dates to print tick¬ 
ets and posters. It will definitely be getting 
under way and if we have to wait another sea¬ 
son that’s unfortunately what we’ve got to do.” 

Despite the disappointment, an alternative 
night at Medway Park is now a possibility, 
although Roe would have to apply for the rele¬ 
vant licence. 

As part of the £11 million redevelopment of 
the Black Lion Leisure Centre, a 12-court 
sports hall was built, which is capable of host¬ 
ing a variety of events, including boxing. 

Roe is hoping to speak to the council to 
clarify the details, but is optimistic a similar 
bill to the Lordswood night, which was due to 
include Ramsgate brothers Scott and Vinny 
Woolford and Gavin Tait from Sheemess, 
could be arranged before the end of the year. 

He said: “I’ve got to speak to the people in 


charge, but if we can make some arrange¬ 
ments we shouldn’t have a problem, it would 
be a fantastic venue. The line-up wouldn’t 
change, one of the ideas of the Lordswood 
show was to bring boxing back to Kent using 
Kent boys on the bill. 


“I want to parade Tom [Dallas] down there. 
We have a future British heavyweight 
champion on our hands and we need to get 
that out there.” 

Dallas is next due in the ring at a show in 
Newham, east London, in October.
